Illness From Tuberculosis. 


Mi>s Bethel Watson, 22 y ears old, 
dau ghter of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. W at­ 
son. died this morning at nine o’clock 
at the home of her p arents, north of 
the city . 
Miss Watson had been ill 
for a long time su ffering from tu b­ 
ercu losis and death was ex p ected. 
Besides her p arents she is su rv iv ed 
by fou r sistrs, the 
Misses 
Lena, 
Glady s, Au brey and Vera. 
The fu n­ 
eral serv ices will be held Thu rsday 
afternoon at the late residene. Bu r­ 
ial will tak p lace in East Hill ceme­ 
tery . 


William George Creelman, an ec­ 
centric character, 
who 
liv ed two 
miles sou theast of 
Glenwood, died 
last night following a p rolonged ill­ 
ness. 
He was near eighty y ears of 
age and left no near relativ es. 
He 
died at the home of George Leonard, 
who liv ed on an adjoining farm and 
who has been caring for him du ring 
his recent illness. 
Amid p ictu resqu e su rrou ndings in 
an old shack, althou gh wealthy , Mr. 
Creelman sp ent his life a s a bache­ 
lor. 
He owned many broad acres 
and was 
rep u ted to be 
immensely 
wealthy , and there were those of ,his 
acqu aintances who held him to be 
miserly , bu t many stories hav e been 
told du ring his life time of the finan­ 
cial aid he has giv en worthy p eop le. 
Ru mor has it that they hav e not 
all been worthy , howev er, becau se it 
is known that some took adv antage 
of his gu llibility for their own p rofit. 
I t ' h a s been said du ring h i s life time 
that he has loaned u nfortu nate p oor 
p eop le cash from his own hoard with­ 
ou t any secu rity whatev er, and that 
lie fou nd many p eop le tru e to their 
w’ord. 
Mr. Creelman p aid little attention 
to himself. He really liv ed the life of 
a hermit and cared nau ght for the 
associations that make life worth 
while. He enjoy ed his most p leasant 
moments when he was alone in his 
shack with his treasu red v iolin. 
He 
owned an instru ment which is said 
to be v ery v alu able and which he held 
abov e all earthly things. 
And he cou ld p lay it well. Peop le 
liv ing in the neighborhood 
of the 
Creelman farm 
remember well of 
hearing the strains of his v iolin mu s­ 
ic float u p from the v alley on many 
a dreary , stormy night. 
The v iolin 
and a shot gu n were abou t the only 
things that fou nd room in Mr. Creel- 
man's hou se, with the ex cep tion of 
the few things that were 
necessary 
for his meagre ex istence. Mr. Creel­ 
man u sed his gu n 
well 
and 
few 
sp ortsmen had the temerity to inv ade 
his land in search of game withou t 
his p ermission, becau se 
they were 
alway s warned by neighbors. 
Yet 
he nearly alway s granted hu nters 
the p riv ilege of hu nting on his p lace. 
Early in life Mr. Creelman had an 
argu ment with 
Timothy 
\\ hite, a 
neighbor, ov er the location of a line 
fence and the farmers of that neigh­ 
borhood still lov e to talk of it. They 
came to blows one 
day and 
Mr. 
Creelman was v ictoriou s. They took 
the case to the cou rts and Mr. White 
finally lost all he had, and ev entu ally 
he mov ed West. 
Mr. Creelman often came to Ru sh- 
wille and his p ictu resqu e ap p earance 
alway s attracted attention. 
He al­ 
way s rode in dilap idated v ehicles and 
drov e p oor horses. 
He wore a long 
beard and nev er gav e any attention 
¿o his ap p earance. 
Newsp ap er corresp ondents in this 
p art of Indiana hav e been attracted 
to his p lace by the stories that hav e 
been told of his p ictu resqu eness, bu t 
mone of them ev er 
su cceeded on 
their mission. 
He alway s loathed 
p u blicity and the sight of a camera 
wou ld alway s cau se him to ru sh to 
the hou se for his sho t gu n. He was 
alway s v ery reticent concerning his 
o wn life and wo uld nev er allo w a 
picture o f himself o r any thing o n his 
Oo o tinMd o n Pa*n 0

Indianapolis, Ju ne 17 .—W. E. Long- 
ley . state fire marshal, with a v iew to 
redu cing Fou th of Ju ly fire losses, is 
preparing a bu lletin to be issu ed to all 
township tru stees, town clerks and 
fire chiefs who, u nder the new fire 
marshal law, are assistants to the 
state fire marshal. 
Fire losses on the Fou rth of Ju ly 
last y ear aggregated $57 6,525 throu gh­ 
ou t the entire cou ntry . 
Of this v ast 
su m Indiana contribu ted its part. 
“Mu ch of the annu al Fou rth of Ju ly 
fire losses is entirely needless,” said 
Fire Marshal Longley . 
“Carelessness 
in its many forms is entirely responsi­ 
ble for the large annu al loss of prop­ 
erty and life du e to ou r m istaken ‘cel­ 
ebration’ of Independence day . 
With 
the co-operation of ou r people, in the 
passage and observ ance of proper or­ 
dinances, and with proper care and 
cau tion, fire losses, death and inju ry 
wou ld soon cease being ou r tribu te to 
the cou ntry ’s independence.” 
It has been carefu lly figu red that 
$2,500,000 has been lost throu gh the 
careless handling of fireworks throu gh­ 
ou t the cou ntry in the last eight y ears. 
Fire Marshal Longley will u rge his 
assistants to help prev ent the annu al 
sacrifice of life and property by see­ 
ing. as far as they can, that local or­ 
dinances dealing with the sale and 
handling of fireworks are rigidly en­ 
forced Fou rth of Ju ly . 
W here no ordinances of this char­ 
acter hav e been passed, ex treme care 
and cau tion shou ld be ex ercised by 
citizens.

second report made by the com­ 
mittee, consisting of the fou r 
assistant postm asters general and the 
chief clerk of the departm ent, which 
he selected to make a su rv ey of the 
entire postal serv ice with a v iew to 
correcting conditions of which, he de­ 
clares, he has ev er since his entry 
u pon his office receiv ed complaints 
from all sections of the cou ntry . 
This report follows closely u pon the 
cau stic reply of former Postm aster 
General Hitchcock to the first report 
of this committee. 
So far Mr. Bu rle­ 
son has seen fit to disregard entirely 
Mr. Hitchcock’s com m ent 


Quick Action Impera tiv e. 


This report recites that the former 
adm inistration had placed su ch u ndu e 
stress on economy , at the hazard of in­ 
ju ry to the facilities, that the present 
heads of the departm ent hav e fou nd 
it necessary to act qu ickly and dras­ 
tically in some instances to preserv e 
the integrity of the serv ice. 
Continu ing, it points ou t wherein the 
postm aster general has already brou ght 
relief to the people in many instances 
and cites the methods which he has 
pu rsu ed to accomplish this pu rpose. 
He secu red from congress in May an 
emergency appropriation and is now 
dev oting it to the hire of clerks to fill 
positions which had been left v acant, 
the su rv ey ors'declare, to the detriment 
of the departm ent and the incon­ 
v enience of the pu blic. 


Tex t of the Report. 


The statem ent in part is as follows: 
"Immediately u pon his indu ction in­ 
to office on March 5 Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Bu rleson was confronted with 
persistent 
and 
seriou s 
complaints 
throu ghou t the cou ntry of generally 
u nsatisfactory mail facilities. 
Realiz­ 
ing that efficient postal facilities are 
v ital to the commercial prosperity of 
the cou ntry and to the social happi­ 
ness of ou r people, Mr. Bu rleson set 
abou t at once in a bu sinesslike way to 
remedy the defects. Natu rally his first | 
action was to ascertain the cau ses re-! 
sponsible for the deplorable conditions.' 
and to this end he appointed a commit 
toe consisting of the fou r assistant j 
postm asters general 
and 
the chief 
clerk of the departm ent and charged! 
this committee with the du ty of ascer­ 
taining 
the 
financial, 
phy sical 
and 
working conditions of the department 
and of the entire serv ice. A thorou gh 
inv estigation was made by the com­ 
mittee and a report of its findings 


and filed a dem u rrer which the circu it 
cou rt for the district of M assachu setts 
su stained. 
The case came before the 
su preme cou rt on appeal. 
The deci­ 
sion was u nanimou s.

“Briefly stated, the cau ses of the 
conditions complained of were attrib­

“First.—The u ndu e stress placed by 
the former administration of the de­ 
partm ent on economy at the hazard of 
inju ry to postal facilities, which in 
some instances so impov erished the 
serv ice as to make it necessary for the 
new administration to act qu ickly and 
drastically in order to sav e the integ­ 
rity of the serv ice and bring relief to 
the j^ople. 
“Second.—The difficu lties of the sit­ 
u ation were intensified by the rapidly 
increasing v olu me of bu siness brou ght 
by the parcel post, which went into 
operation Jan. 1, 19 13, and from the 
adju stm ents made necessary u nder the 
eight in ten law.

Postma sters Appointed. 


“Du ring the ninety day s of the new 
administration abou t 1,000 additional 
clerks and approx imately 500 addition­ 
al city letter carriers hav e been attach­ 
ed to the v ariou s postoffices throu gh­ 
ou t the cou ntry , and besides these ad 
ditions to the regu lar force approx i 
mately $1,000.000 has been au thorized 
for temporary clerk hire and abou t 
$500.000 for temporary city letter car­ 
riers. These u nu su al financial demands 
made it necessary for the postmaster 
general to go to congress in May for 
an emergency appropriation of $000,- 
000, which was promptly granted, and 
$300,000 allotted for temporary clerk 
hire and a like amou nt for temporary 
carriers. 


Clerica l Aid Giv en. 
“On March 5. 1013. there were abou t 
2, 200 v acant post masterships of the 
presidential grade, and some 300 hav e 
become v acant since. 
Of these more 
than 1.800 cases hav e been briefed and 
abou t 1.500 nominated to the senate. 
Of the fou rth class postmasterships 
which were fou nd v acant on March 5. 
inclu ding those which hav e become 
v acant since, amou nting to abou t 4.500.

ing dealt with ex peditiou sly . 
“W ithin the last six ty day s 48 8 peti­ 
tions for ru ral deliv ery rou tes hav e 
been disposed of, resu lting in the es­ 
tablishm ent of 203 rou tes, inv olv ing ar& 
annu al ex penditu re for m aintenance 
of approx imately $19 0,000. 
By the es­ 
tablishm ent of these new rou tes and 
the ex tension of old rou tes more than 
200,000 people are now receiv ing their 
mail at their doors instead of at rem ote 
postoffices. 


Ra ilwa y Ma il Serv ice, 
“The condition in the railway mail 
serv ice was fou nd to be most u rgent 
where throu gh mistaken ideas of econ­ 
omy the clerical force had been so re­ 
du ced as to affect efficient serv ice and 
car space cu t down to a danger point. 
With the adv ent of the parcel post sy s­ 
tem on Jan. 1, which increased tre­ 
mendou sly the v olu mne of bu siness, 
handled, additional clerks and increas­ 
ed car space were most im perativ e. 
Bu t nothing was done to reliev e this» 
it being left to the new adm inistration 
to restore the efficiency of this impor­ 
tant branch of the serv ice. 
Nine hu n­ 
dred and ten additional clerks hav e 
been added to the serv ice since M arch 
4, and increased car space costing $267 ,- 
000 a y ear has been prov ided. Already 
a marked improv ement is noted in this 
serv ice. 
“The parcel post regu lations hav e 
been modified so as to permit the de­ 
liv ery to the addresses withou t addi­ 
tional charge of m atter reaching th e 
office of address with improper stamps, 
affix ed. 
“By an arrangem ent made with th e 
Canadian postal serv ice the rates of 
postage on Su nday editions of daily 
newspapers mailed to su bscribers in. 
Canada, who also are su bscribers to 
the week day editions, has been fix ed 
at 1 cent a pou nd or a fraction thereof 
instead of at 1 cent for fou r ou nces 
or fraction, as formerly . 


Other Cha nges In Serv ice. 
“Many of the changes which Post­ 
m aster General Bu rleson has pu t into 
effect hav e to do largely with the in­ 
ternal workings of the department, bu t 
their effect will be felt throu ghou t the 
entire serv ice. 
Among these are the- 
consolidation of the div ision of stam ps 
and redemption in the bu reau of the 
third 
assistant 
postm aster 
general, 
making possible su bstantial improv e­ 
ments in adm inistration and methods; 
changes in parcel post stamps th a t 
will effect an economy of $50,000 a 
y ear in the cost of produ ction and 
greatly facilitate their issu e and han­ 
dling in the serv ice and their u se by 
the pu blic; the issu ance of a new 
stam p book to contain two denomina­ 
tions of stamps, one cent and two- 
cent, and a new method of distrib­ 
u ting su pplies to fou rth class postof­ 
fices whereby they are sent in bu lk to 
some central 
point in 
each 
state, 
whence they are redistribu ted with no- 
delay and a considerable sav ing in 
transportation charges. 
“A nu mber of ex perienced officers of 
the departm ent are now employ ed io 
the field stu dy ing conditions with a 
v iew, to recommending remedies wher­ 
ev er defects in methods may be dis­ 
cov ered. 


Sta nda rdizing the Serv ice. 


“It is Fostm aster General Bu rleson’s, 
desire and earnest endeav or to estab­ 
lish in the interest of economy and 
efficiency u niform methods and prac­ 
tices throu ghou t the entire serv ice and 
to direct postm asters to the best w ay 
of administering the postal facilities. 
To this end he proposes to keep in. 
close tou ch with their operations and 
thu s bring the serv ice to the highest 
possible degree of efficiency .”

Takes Up Operators’ Cide. 


Charleston, W. Va.. June 17 .—Last 
night the miners closed their testim o­ 
ny before the senate sub-committee. 
Chairman Keny on rebuk ed the op era­ 
tors’ counsel for not being ready with 
their case, and the session scheduled 
to end at midnight, adjourned at 9 :15 
until this morning. The op erators p ut 
two witnesses on before adjournment, 
C. S. Cowherd, a former railroad con­ 
ductor in the strik e territory , who tes­ 
tified that he saw a crowd of strik ers 
beat up a non-union miner last sum­ 
mer, and when witness interfered they 
started to p ummel him. 
He said he 
“drew a union card on them ” and they 
desisted. Then one strik er was about 
to shoot their v ictim when “Mother” 
Jones, who was p resent, interfered 
and sav ed the m an’s life. 
Dr. Ray 
Steele, for y ears a mining camp p hy ­ 
sician. testified to sanitary conditions 
as being generally good. 
A rep ort p ublished in a local p ap er 
that a strik e was to be called by the 
union in up p er Cabin Creek , disturbed 
the senate committee. It was learned, 
howev er, that no strik e is sdught by 
the union, though the situation is ad­ 
mitted to be serious. 
Mass meetings 
are being held by miners on the hill­ 
top on Cabin creek in p rotest against 
the action of some op erators in dis­ 
charging men for being affiliated with 
the union. It is p redicted that trouble 
will break out there this summer. 
The senate sub-committee listened 
to many stories from miners, railroad 
men and others of assaults and out­ 
rages on the miners committed by 
mine guards. At 9 last night the com- 
m itteee declared it had heard enough 
of that k ind of ev idence and declared 
it closed. 
Dep uty Sheriff Lee Calv in, who tes­ 
tified that a p osse on an armored train 
fired into the miners, was cross-ex am­ 
ined. 
He is a gigantic red headed 
Irishman, and sturdily stuck to his 
story , adding to it the statem ent that 
Mr. Morton said to the p osse during 
the fighting: 
“Give ’em hell, boy s!” 
The strik ers, he said, fired back at 
the train, which, being without lights 
and mov ing, was not struck by any 
bullets. 
More ev idence on the attack on Hol­ 
ly Grov e by the ’’Death Sp ecial,” as 
the armored train is called by the 
miners, was heard, showing that the 
attack was p lanned. 
Howev er, it de­ 
v elop ed that Sheriff Hill k new nothing 
about the intention to shoot up the 
strik ers’ camp . 


they are listed at the dep artment, sup ­ 
p ly information at harv est time re­ 
garding y ields. 
Then there are what 
are called “sp ecial p rice” corresp ond* 
dents, 
who 
rep ort 
concerning 
the 
p rices receiv ed by farm ers for their 
p roducts. 


Ho w Figures Are Obtained. 
When all the sep arate indep endent 
tabulations and comp utations of re­ 
p orts receiv ed from the v oluntary cor­ 
resp ondents are receiv ed, 
they are 
brought together by states and, in con­ 
junction with the rep orts from the de­ 
p artm ent’s salaried field agents and 
state statistical agents, form the basis 
of each of the monthly rep orts issued 
by the bureau of statistics. The div i­ 
sion of domestic crop rep orts tabulates 
and comp utes the results of all the re­ 
p orts receiv ed from the v arious classes 
of v oluntary corresp ondents. 
Desp ite the fact that these v oluntary 
corresp ondents receiv e no p ay , they 
seem to lik e the work , to judge by the 
length of lime they stick to it. 
An in­ 
quiry made in January , 1912, showed 
that of the entire list of county corre­ 
sp ondents 8 8 p er cent had serv ed more 
than one y ear, G7 p er cent more than 
two y ears, 42 p er cent more than six 
y ears, 21 p er cent more than eleven 
y ears, 4 p er cent more than twenty -six 
y ears and 1 p er cent more than thirty - 
six y ears. The av erage length of serv 
ice of all the county corresp ondents 
was about sev en y ears. 
The dep artment considers this sta­ 
bility of serv ice as ev idence of a high 
standard of quality . 
It believ es that 
careless or indifferent farm ers would 
not tak e the p ains to rep ort, month 
after month and y ear after y ear, with 
out being p aid. 


Ho w Repo rts Are Handled. 
All the rep orts of the state statis 
tical agents and sp ecial field agents 
are sent directly to the secretary ol 
agriculture. 
He retains in his p osses 
sion those of the rep orts which dea! 
with certain crop s of a highly sp ecula 
tire character—corn, ■wheat, oats am 
cottou—and does not turn them ov er tc 
the bureau of statistics until the morn 
ing of the day when the bureau is tc 
issue its rep ort. 
But the rep orts ot 
other crop s are deliv ered by him tc 
the bureau as soon as he receiv es them 
to enable their tabulation long enough 
in adv ance of the p rep aration of 
earl 
crop rep ort to render them ready foi 
use when they are needed. 
The p re 
caution in the case of the sp eculativ e 
crop s was adop ted as a result of the 
“cotton leak ” scandal of some y ears 
ago. when adv ance information got om 
to Interested p arties. 
The rep orts of the v oluntary corre 
sp ondents are tabulated and comp uted 
and the results turned ov er to the chiei 
of the bureau of statistics to be tabu 
lated in connection with the rep orts 
of the state and sp ecial field agents. 


Frecautio us Against Leakage. 
When the monthly crop estimates 
are finally uiade additional p recau 
tions are tak en against leak age. 
The 
crop rep orting board, which does the 
final work , consists of five members 
with the chief of the bureau as chair 
man, and its p ersonnel is changed 
each month. The meetings are held ii, 
the office of Chief Victor II. Olmsted 
and the doors are lock ed and all the 
telep hones disconnected. 
It may be said that, after all and de 
spite the numero us co rrespo ndents whc 
check o ne ano ther up, the repo rts o n 
cro ps issued by the bureau o f statis 
tics canno t be mathematically ex act 
since they are gathered fro m the co n 
elusio ns o f farmers, interv iews with 
merchants, etc. This is true. The re 
po rts do no t purpo rt to be o ther than 
estimates. They are no t the results o f 
actual enumeratio n, as are the figures 
repo rted decennially by the census bu­ 
reau. 
But, while they may no t be ex actly 
accurate, as no estimate can be, they 
are giv en as the best av ailable data 
and represent the fullest info rmatio n 
at the time they are made. 
The go v ernment has been do ing the 
wo rk o f co llecting agricultural statis­ 
tics fo r fifty y ears, but the present 
bro ad sco pe o f the wo rk is a matter o f 
o nly a few y ears. 
It was widened 
into its present large field under Secre­ 
tary Wilso n and multiplied many times 
in size and efficiency in the last six o r 
sev en y ears. 


"W 'W 7 IIEX the dep artm ent of agri- 
culture sends out its monthly 
T T 
rep ort with the latest crop 
news in it few p eop le realize 
th a t more than 130,000 rep orters hav e 
had a p art in gathering the facts there­ 
in set forth. 
Ev ery body k nows al>out 
th e crop rep orts, but not ev ery body 
k nows how they are collected aud how 
.the estim ates are reached. 
For instance, when the dep artm ent 
say s that the av erage condition of 
w inter wheat on Ap ril 1 was 9 1.0 p er 
cent of a normal against 8 0.6 on Ap ril 
1, 19 12, what is the basis of the p er­ 
centage? Is some p rev ious y ear tak en 
as the base and the p ercentage fig­ 
ured from that? And, if so, how Is the 
Basic y ear selected? 
It 
isn’t. 
The p ercentage doesn’t 
m ean any comp arison with any other 
y ear. The p ero* "tage is based on what 
the p eop le in tue v icinage ex p ect of 
th eir land. 
A farm er can tell p retty 
well w hat the y ield ought to be. 
If 
he k nows that it ought to p roduce 
twenty -fiv e bushels and he does not 
look this y ear for mere than twenty 
bushels he rep orts that he estimates 8 0 
p e r cent. 
And it is the farmer, generally sp eak ­ 
ing, who furnishes the information on 
which the bureau of statistics of the 
agricultural dep artm ent mak es its es­ 
tim ates. 
Most of the 130,000 rep orters 
are not p aid. They are classified as “v ol­ 
untary corresp ondents,’’ which means 
th at 
they 
furnish 
the 
information 
about their resp ectiv e regions without 
getting a cent for it. 
The only thing 
they get out of it is th at they receiv e 
the p ublications of the dep artm ent of 
agriculture without hav ing to write 
and ask for them. 
The Department’s Staff. 
In each county which has any agri­ 
cultural imp ortance there is a cor­ 
resp ondent of the dep artment, who has 
sev eral assistants who can be called 
in if necessary . 
He furnishes a re­ 
p ort for the county . 
In addition there 
is a corresp ondent in each township . 
They do not furnish their rep orts to 
the county corresp ondent, but send 
them in directly to the dep artm ent of 
agriculture, which check s up the esti­ 
mates if there is a disagreement and 
figures out from the different rep orts 
the estimate for the state. 
In addition the dep artm ent has what 
It calls “field agents,” who trav el ov er 
sev eral states at a time and rep ort 
w hat they observ e, and it has state 
•corresp ondents, 
who 
conduct 
their 
work indep endently of the “v oluntary 
corresp ondents” who are rep orting di­ 
rectly to Washington. 
The v oluntary corresp ondents are 
subdiv ided as county corresp ondents, 
township 
corresp ondents, 
indiv idual 
farm ers and sp ecial cotton eorresi>ond- 
ents. The number of counties of agri­ 
cultural 
imp ortance 
in 
the 
United 
States is ap p rox imately 2,8 00. 
The 
corresp ondent selected by the dep art­ 
m ent in each of these counties is cho­ 
sen with sp ecial reference to his quali 
fieations. and each is ex p ected to se­ 
cure data from liis sev eral assistants 
in different p arts of the county , and 
also to sup p lement these with informa­ 
tion obtained from his own observ ation 
and k nowledge. 
Many Special Repo rts, 
Besides these county corresp ondents, 
w ith their assistants, and the township 
corresp ondents (the latter numbering 
32,000), at the end of the growing sea­ 
son rep orts are receiv ed from a large 
number of indiv idual 
farmers and 
p lanters on the results of their own 
indiv idual farm ing op erations during 
the y ear. 
Valuable data are also se­ 
cured from 30,000 mills and elev ators. 
As fo r the co rrespo ndents emplo y ed 
by the department the special field 
serv ice co nsists o f twenty trav eling 
.agents, each o f who m co v ers a sepa­ 
rate gro up o f states. 
These agents, 
who are cho sen fo r their statistical 
training and practical kno wledge o f 
cro ps, trav el sy stematically o v er the 
districts assigned to them. 
It is their 
business to questio n the best info rmed 
perso ns in each neighbo rho o d which 
they 
v isit—farmers, 
co untry 
mer­ 
chants. implement dealers and o thers— 
and to co llect info rmatio n in ev ery 
way . 
Their 
repo rts 
are 
rendered 
mo nthly , so metimes by mail and so me­ 
times by telegraph, and if co nditio ns 
require mo re frequent repo rts they are 
made. 
States Gather Statistics. 


Each o f the state statistical agents 
repo rts fo r his state as a who le and 
maintains a co rps o f co rrespo ndents 
entirely Independent o f tho se repo rting 
« directly to the department at Wash­ 
ingto n. 
The state statistical co rre­ 
spo ndents repo rt mo nthly to the state 
.agent o n schedules furnished them. 
The repo rts are then tabulated and 
‘Weighed acco rding to the relativ e pro d­ 
uct o r area o f the giv en cro p in each 
co unty representc'd and are summar­ 
ized by the state agent, who co o rdi­ 
nates and analy zes them in the light 
o f his perso nal kno wledge o f co ndi­ 
tio ns and fro m them prepares his re- 
tpo rts to the department. 
The special lists o f v o luntary co rre­ 
spo ndents, o utside o f the co unty and 
to wnship co rrespo ndents, are widely 
v aried.

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Generalizing From a City. 


The United States Bureau of Edu­ 
cation has issued a bulletin on the 
subject of why girls leave school, in 
which it denies that it is because of 
the pressure of economic necessity. 
According to the bulletin, from one- 
half to three-quarters of girls who 
leave school before entering the high 
school could have continued in school 
if they had desired. As the bulletin 
is based upon a survey made of 
Worcester, 
Mass., 
the 
bureau is 
guilty of the somewhat unscientific 
error of generalizing 
tor a whole 
nation from 
conditions 
in a single 
citvv Hjiid T h at a factory town which 
gives an ex cess of employment to 
girls. 
In St. Louis the Board of Educa­ 
tion has been proceeding on the the­ 
ory that a great majority of both 
boys and girls leave .school by the 
end of the grammar grade, at which 
time they have 
exceeded the legal 
age for employment, because their 
e a r ni ng s are necessary for the fam­ 
ily support. 
Because of this 
the 
board made its campaign for admis­ 
sion of children to school at 5 years 
of age instead of 6, the object being

It is possible that dislike of school 
for various reasons, may be partly 
responsible, as well as the lure of the 
more independent life of the small 
wage-earner. 
Tf so, the parents are 
at^ fault, as they also are in taking 
children from school for the few 
dollars they may earn, when those 
dollars are not an absolute necessity 
for the family support, thus robbing 
them of the opportunity to increase 
their earning capacity for a lifetime. 
But, whether absolute 
necessity, 
foolish preferece or wrong conduct 
on the part of parents is responsible 
for the fact that a large majority of 
boys and girls leave school and en­ 
ter industrial or commercial life be­ 
fore they have received the education 
they should have, the fact remains 
and has to be reckoned with. . It is 
the largest single fact in our educa­ 
tional problem. 
It shows the need 
of more practical and special train­ 
ing for both boys and girls under the 
age of 15 years, to fit them better for 
the struggle of life, so 
they 
will 
not, as the bulletin says, “blindly join 
the army of sliiftness, inefficient and 
discontented girls that go from one 
monotonous factory job to another, 
and because of their lack of training 
rarely rise bove the class of low- 
paid unskilled labor.” 
It is obvious 
from these facts, that the courses of 
instruction in the grammar grades 
should be fashioned upon some other 
idea than that of simply fitting the 
pupils for entering the high school.
